tho timber known as "quobracbo," so abund- 
ant in Brazil and La Plata. 
Its diameter is 


about that of the oak, but it Uas a shorter 
trunk, and is used for railway sleepers, tele- 
graph polos, piles, etc., being very durable, 
'especially when well seasoned. It is much 
heavier than water, and of a reddish color, 
like mahogany, but becomes darker in time. 
On account of its hardness it is difficult to 
work, not being readily cut wi'.h an ox. It 
has boon introduced into France, on account 
of its richness in tannin. A largi; proportion 
of Brazilian leather is tanned by the sawdust 
of quebracho.
